Bill was born June 17, 1927 in Salt Lake City, Utah. With his brother Bob and sister Barbara, Bill's 
mother moved the family to Molokai, Hawaii in the early 30's, where the family thrived. Bill was Molo- 
kai's first Boy Scout, beginning a life-long love of the outdoors. 

With the attack on Pearl Harbor, the family was part of the civilian relocation to California and settled in 
San Diego. Too young to enlist, Bill joined the Merchant Marine Service at 17, seeing action in the Leyte, 
Philippines’ invasion. At 18, Bill's draft notice arrived and he served in the US Army thru 1946. 

Back in San Diego, Bill met the love of his life, Patricia, with whom he celebrated their 58th anniver- 
sary this year. Bill also discovered ham radio and W6ZUM has been a familiar call sign to thousands of 
hams around the world since 1947. 

Bill worked as a Research & Development Electronics Technician at the Navy Electronics Lab (now 
NOSC) in Point Loma for 27 years, retired in 1977 and thereafter enjoyed 29 years of retirement with his 
wife, Pat. With lots of hobbies and the urge to travel, Bill and Pat rented out the house and spent many 
years traveling the country in their motor home. Along with ham radio, Bill enjoyed reading science fic- 
tion, photography, writing, genealogy and computing. 

We're going to miss Bill's sense of humor, quick wit, incisive comments on the world, and his wisdom. 
If Bill was your friend, truly, he was your friend for life.
